Red Cross Building Update: Coordi- 


nator of Red Cross was unaware roof had 
not yet been repaired. Subject matter to be 
discussed in general club meeting. 

Larry KESKJD asked about the club’s old 
IBM computer. It was decided that it will be 
a door prize for the general meeting. 

Amos Exploratory Committee: Glen 
KFSFNP mentioned the trailers already pos- 
sibly listed- Chris Wotipka’s trailer and a 
trailer in Florida. Glen said he would be 
going to look at the Florida trailer in Or- 
lando for the hamfest there in February. The 
owner suggested the possibility of meeting 
the committee halfway with the trailer in 
Alabama. The main thing the board is con- 
cerned about is making a rash decision with- 
out consulting the club beforehand—leaving 
the club members out of the decision- 
making process. Mark W5GTI agreed with 
Tom WS5OHJ that they believe spending 
$10,000 on a trailer could get them some- 
thing nicer. 

Glen brought up the possibility of purchas- 
ing a stripped trailer if anyone in the club 
would be interested in helping renovate it. 
Mark and Tom offered to help with the task. 
Glen said that Chris’s trailer is 7 feet wide 
(and the board agreed it is smaller than what 
we’re looking for). Mark asked Tom if he 
would make an appointment to go see the 
trailer. Glen also mentioned there was a 27’ 
long trailer off of 1-10 in Rayne, and he as- 
sumes it’s stripped. 

New Officers Nominating Committee: 
No discussion occurred about the New Offi- 
cer Nominating Committee, as no committee 
members were present at the Board meeting. 

Tower donation: It was discussed that 
the tower would have to be stored because 
the club is currently unable to put it up. 
Larry brought up the possibility of selling it 
before putting it in storage. Mark said he’d 
rather not sell it at this time, because it was a 
donation. It was agreed that the club will 
continue with acceptance of the tower, and 
take it on Archie’s trailer to, preferably, be 
left on the trailer until it can be set up. 

Hamfest Committee: All positions 
and responsibilities for the Rayne hamfest 
have not been filled as of yet. Glen said he 
still needs help with forums and setting up 
rooms. We will be using the same setup as 
last year, with the exception of using block- 
out curtains to cover the glass windows in 
rooms where there will be projections (to 
avoid glare/too much light washing out pro- 
jection).

Galen KFS5BET has already spoken to fo- 
rum presenters and discussed with them 
what time slot they want, location, etc. Vol- 
unteers will be asked for a general meeting 
following board meeting to help setup and 
run the operation setup. It was decided by 
the club to revisit this at the next meeting. 

The club is still looking for an ICS instruc- 
tor for Friday. Herman KNS5GRK men- 
tioned that Roland NA5Q (Webmaster) 
needs to update the website. Mark men- 
tioned that volunteers will also be requested 
at the general meeting for the testing table. 
Testing table equipment will be the same as 
the previous years. Glen offered to bring 
equipment but also mentioned that the club 
needs to invest in some of its own testing 
equipment. Larry offered to do research re- 
garding a testing equipment investment for 
the club. It was agreed that the vendor table 
price will be kept at $5. 

Club Cash Policy: 

Mark mentioned that there had 
been some concerns recently regarding the 
documentation of all cash transactions, both 
in and out of the club. Firstly, he said that 
we need to do a better job of issuing receipts 
to anyone who gives cash to the Treasury. 
Secondly, he asked if, when the club gives 
anyone cash to spend/cover costs, if any sig- 
natures are being provided from either party. 
Regarding receipts, Mark said that the club 
doesn’t appear to issue receipts for cash 
transactions with the Treasury. The Board 
also discussed that club members had not 
been given “startup cash” for Hamfest 2015 
and had to use their own funds to get things 
started, then seek reimbursement later.

A Go-Kit, as it is most

majority of us do in the hobby. So, lets get started. 
The radio, or affectionately know as a RIG, will be 
your first choice and then everything else in the Go-Kit 
will be built upon it’s capabilities. Most Go-Kits 


contain a rig (or two) that was 
designed for mobile operation. 
They are typically smaller, but 
provide adequate power and 
functionality, and they are more 
durable and readily designed to be on the move. You 
will also want to be very familiar with the rig you 
choose and be able to operate most common buttons or 
menu selections from memory or a small reference 
guide.
